Finances. 


The general agricultural extension 


work throughout the State, including 
salaries of the local extension repre- 
sentative, is supported from public 
funds. The Smith-Lever Act, passed 
by Congress in May, 1914, has greatly 
increased the scope of the work, and 
makes provision for a definite sched- 
ule of appropriations from the Fed- 
eral treasury, to be spent under the 
direction of the agricultural colleges 
of the various states. These funds 
become available only when covered 
by equal sums from within the State. 
The expenses of the local office, in- 
cluding travelling expenses of the ex- 
tension representative, must be met 
by the county, either by appropria- 
tion from the county funds or by- 
private subscription. An Act, passed 
by the Legislature in 1913, permits 
the County Commissioners to appro- 
priate as much as $1.500.00 for the 
purpose of co-operating in this work. 
The Commissioners of Adams County 
have provided $250.00 for current ex- 
penses until January i. 1918. and pro- 
vided a room as an office in the Court 
House. The rest of the funds need- 
ed will be met by private subscrip- 
tions. 


The Farm Bureau will make a 


study of farm management problems, 
such as the arrangement of fields and 
buildings, 
crop 
rotations, 
feeding 


methods, labor distribution, the keep- 
ing of farm records and accounts, the

Three inches are 
allowed between the balls of roots 
and the boxing-. This space is next 
filied with earth, which is well tamped 
down. Thus the tree is made to stand 
ha the box in which it is to be moved, 
without lifting it from the earth. Here 
it remains during the sis: months of 
preparation. .It is thoroughly mulched 
and given tiia best of care, so as to in- 
duce a plentiful side growth of roots- 
At the end of the six months it may 
be lifted and shipped. It will show 
no signs of fatigue at the end of its 
jo^rnc-y, however far it may travel.—
